but if it is a party line, it is im­ 
possible for the operators to ring 
any other telephone on the line as 
long as th** instrument is off Un­ 
hook. 
There are a surprisingly large 
number of cases when telephone 
service is interrupted in this way. 
In part of New’ England alone, for 
one month Recently, 10,556 sub­ 
scribers are cut off from telephone 
service for a time because of re­ 
ceivers being left off the hooks. 
This may be done accidentally 
when someone is called away from 
the telephone in a great hurry, or 
forgets to hang up, hut in many 
cases the subscriber thinks he has 
hung u]> the receiver and has left 
the telephone in perfect condition 
when, as a m atter of fact, she is 
virtually leaving it off the hook. 
In other words, it is necessary to 
pull the hook clear down and if 
this isn’t done, 
the result is the 
same as if the receiver were left 
off entirely. Oftentimes, a book, a 
bunch of paper, or a pile of m ag­ 
azines placed nearby the telephone 
prevents the receiver from being 
pulled a way down, and immediate­ 
ly there is trouble because* no one 
can get that number as long as that 
condition continues.

McHenry Bridge Is 
Now Complete; One 
Of the State’s Finest 


The new bridge over” Fox river 
a t M cHenry w as opened for traffic 
last week. 
This is the final con­ 
necting link in Route 20 and has 
completed the state highw ay which 
extends from W aukegan to W ood­ 
stock, perfecting the route to Chi­ 
cago and connecting up w ith other 
‘ines in all directions. 
The con­ 
struction of the bridge was begun 
about the first of December of last 
year, and has 
progressed- 
much 
more rapidly th an w as a t first ex­ 
pected. 
This beautiful structure, which 
cost the state about 
$90,000, 
is 
eight spans, each span being 65 feet 
in length and consists of concrete 
throughout, 
including 
deck 
and 
rails. 
The total im provem ent cov­ 
ers about 800 feet while the bridge 
proper is about 500 feet. 
It is sup­ 
ported by seven piers parallel with 
the current of the river and has 
about fifteen feet of w ater clear­ 
ance m aking am ple allowance for 
the passage of pleasure and pas­ 
senger boats. 
The railing is a simple design 
w ith fifteen inch arches. 
The road­ 
w ay is th irty feet wide with a five 
foot w alk a t each side which will 
alleviate the congestion of traffic 
and d anger of accidents. About 3,- 
000 yards of concrete and 200 tons 
of reinforcing steel were used in 
the construction of the bridge.

th a t his fa th e r said th a t he was not 
his son. 
Still Loves William 
Mrs. Schum acher stated th a t she 
still loved her son W illiam and d u r­ 
ing his whole life he had never said 
an unkind word to her and th a t he 
w as alw ays defending her fro m his 
father. 
She said th a t the reason 
she never left her husband was th a t 
she loved him when she m arried 
him and she th o u g h t 
it 
was 
her 
duty as a C hristian to keep her 
m arriag e vows. 
It has been said th a t W illiam 
killed his fa th e r to 
protect 
his 
m other and brothers but even this 
dill not hinder his being sentenced 
and as he walked from the bar of 
the court he looked stra ig h t ahead, 
never once glancing in the direction 
of his m other, sw eetheart or his 
brothers. 
He knew th a t they were 
there, but it seemed th a t a load had 
been lifted from his mind and all 
th a t he th o u g h t of was the “cold 
prison bars.” 
The slayer will be taken to Joliet 
som etime w ithin the next ten days. 
There he will be confined for not 
less th a n one year and not more 
than fourteen.

liam ’s mind he’s going there w ith 
the thought th a t 
his

m other can live in peace and th a t 
she will not have to fe a r the w rath 
of her husband.

Corn in Illinois showed fu rth er 
im provem ent in October 
and 
the 
average yield November I, was 30 
bushels an acre, crop correspond­ 
ents for the Illinois and Federal 
d epartm ents of agriculture re p o rt­ 
ed last week. 
A lthough the yield and quality 
of corn are below’ average, the rec­ 
on! breaking, w arm w eather with 
abundant sunshine through most 
of Septem ber and early October 
improved the Illinois corn crop be­ 
yond the m ost optimistic expecta­ 
tions of early season. 
Favorable 
corn w eather, however, came too 
late to offset entirely the handicap 
of late planting and early growth 
conditions. 
With some exceptions, largely in 
the southern p a rt of the state or 
less im p o rtan t corn areas, killing 
frosts w’ere not extensive until Oc­ 
tober 14. 
In east central and in 
some upper central localities, kill­ 
ing fro sts did not occur until later 
in the month. 
Crop 
correspondents 
reported 
58.5 per cent of the state corn crop 
fully m atured on November I, 28 
per cent in hard dough, 10.2 per 
cent in milk and 3.3 per cent below 
milk stage of developm ent a t the 
tim e 
of the killing frost. 
This 
statew ide survey fu rth e r disclosed 
there will be an am ple supply of 
seed corn quite generally, as 31 per 
cent of the crop is reported fit for 
seed. 
Septem ber and October te m p e ra ­ 
tu res averaged more than four de­ 
grees above norm al and w ere favor­ 
able for hastening 
m atu rity 
and 
drying out corn generally in the 
ste**». 
The average quality of corn fo r 
the state is rated a t 67 per cent 
compared with 73 per 
cent 
last 
year and the p a s t ten year av er­ 
age of 81 per cent.
